Land, Manager Pledges 


Marin Municipal W ater Dis­ 
trict’s watershed lands “will 
not be sold for real estate de­ 
velopm ent” 
thus 
providing 
16,000 to 18,000 acres of com­ 
plete wilderness for public use. 
That was the pledge last 
night of William Seeger, water 
district general manager at the 
annual dinner of Marin Con­ 
servation League. The meeting, 
held in San Rafael Methodist 
Church, was presided over by 
president Caroline Livermore. 
More than 100 attended. 
It is the firm policy of the 
district’s directors to retain 
control of its extensive hold­ 
ings and keep them open 'to 
the people, Seeger said. When

Marin Tidies Up After Temblors 


Reports of widespread but 
relatively 
minor 
damage 
to 
Marin homes and business es­ 
tablishm ents continued to pour 
in today in the wake of yester­ 
day's sharp earthquake. 


Housewives told of clothes­ 
lines snapping and chandeliers 
falling, and grocery store own­ 
ers related similar and now 
familiar tales of tumbling jars 
and canned goods. 


Mill Valley police said the 


11:45 a.m. quake shattered an 
eight by 12 foot plate glass 
window at Jolly’s Market. 


But it was the Home Market 
in San Anselmo that had the 
worst time of it. 
Some 50 pa­ 
trons fled the store when the 
tem blor snapped an ammonia 
line in the meat departm ent, 
filling the air wuth toxic fumes. 


Roy Franchini, one of the 
m arket’s owners, said the main 
valve on the gas line was shut 


off, but fumes continued to 
pour from the broken section. 
Employees managed to re­ 
move all meat from the cold 
room, which quickly filled with 
gas.

am ., 
San Anselmo firemen wearing 
gas masks rushed to the mar­ 
ket with large blowers.

Mayor Cqlls Emergency Meeting; 


Property Loss Reaches Millions 


SAN FRANCISCO W—Four 
more light earthquakes today, 
following yesterday’s stunning 
jolts, caused an air of uneasi­ 
ness in the city. But most of 
the residents took the attitude 
the worst was over. 
Mayor George 
Christopher 
said, speaking of property loss: 
“It’s bound to go into some mil­ 
lions of dollars.” 
He 
called 
an 
emergency 
meeting to appraise the result 
of the worst quake to hit San 
Francisco since the 1906 dis­ 
aster. 
A sharp aftershock awakened 
many at 12:13 a.m. today. There 
were 
at 
least 
three 
minor 
twitches of the earth m tjie 
morning hours. 
Residents of the southern 
end of the city, where the 
quake yesterday was felt most 
strongly, and on San Francisco 
peninsula, spent a restless night 
as the earth continued to vi­ 


brate and their houses trem ­ 
bled. 
A three-alarm fire in mid­ 
town San Francisco followed on 
the heels of the trem or that 
jolted many residents of two 
apartm ent houses and a hotel 
out of their sleep shortly after 
midnight. But Asst. Fire Chief 
Bruno Bassi said the fire was 
probably not caused by the 
quake. 
Yesterday’s 
quakes 
jolted 
San Francisco and the Bay 
Area, injuring 30 persons and 
causing m inor but widespread 
damage almost impossible to 
assess. 
Chief Bassi said the first 
alarm today came eight min­ 
utes after the 12:13 shock was 
reported. 


He listed the cause officialy 
as “unknown” pending an in­ 
vestigation later today. Fifty

Put Greater 


Stress On 


Evangelism 


WASHINGTON 
(TP) — T h e 
modern minister is talking to 
the same kind of audience that 
faced St. Paul. 
His talk is to proclaim the 
basic essentials of Christian 
gospel to men and women who 
may not know what it is all 
about, but who feel a desperate 
need for the “radical healing” 
it can bring. 


REPORT TO COUNCIL 
This conclusion, which may 
have a profound influence on 
Protestant preaching in 
the 
next few months, is the high­ 
light of a unanimous report re­ 
cently submitted to the Nation­ 
al Council of Churches by the 
24 theologians and ministers 
who are members of its com­ 
mission on evangelism. 
The 19-page report, drafted 
by Prof. Robert Calhoun of 
Yale Divinity School, is notable 
in at least two respects. 
It presents a summation of 
Christian beliefs on which 
representatives of all 
ma­ 
jor Protestant denominations 
were able to agree. 
And it shows that

Protestantism has come full 
circle since the pre-war days 
when 
gospel-preaching evan­ 
gelism was relegated to an un­ 
fashionable corner of church 
life. 
The report treats the current 
“religious revival” in America 
as an opportunity for evangel­ 
ism, rather than evidence that 
the churches already are get­ 
ting their message across. 


CRYING FOR GOD 
“Like 
other 
mass 
move­ 
ments,” 
it 
says, 
“this 
one 
moves on many levels, from 
superficial quest of new emo­ 
tional satisfactions or ways of 
escape from hard realty to the 
profound discontents of hon­ 
est, vigorous, penitent men and 
women in revolt against shams 
and half realties, truly crying 
out for the living God.” 
But the minister need not 
diagnose his congregation to 
determine how many are sin­ 
cere seekers and how many are 
just following a fad. 
“Christian 
evangelism 
Is 
concerned for both mature 
and immature, clear-sighted 
and confused seekers.” 
The one all-important thing 
which the church has to say to 
all of these, the report goes on, 
is the same message that St. 
Paul preached to the Corin­ 
thians: “God was in Christ, 
reconciling 
the 
world 
unto 
himself.” 


NO WORDLY SUCCESS 
The core of New Testament 
preaching, it recalls, was ‘*not 
a doctrine, nor a moral code or 
ideal,’’ 
but 
the 
“herald-like 
proclamation ‘that Christ died 
for our sins according* to the 
scriptures, that he was buried, 
that he was raised on the third 
day.’ 
“The promise was not suc­ 
cess in this world, not even a 
claim to virtue, but a way to 
stiare in the redeemer’s own 
life of devoted toil and victor­ 
ious suffering, to have in one­ 
self the humble mind of Christ 
Jesus, and to know the joy of 
unshakable trust in God.”

And on the ground a tiny sheep lies 
curled, his black face marking the be­ 
ginning of a new circle of life. 
Then the sun goes down in a golden 
glow, tinting everything in sight with a 
new beauty. 
From Mt. Tamalpais you look down 
on the many thousand pinpoints of man- 
made light, while up above millions 
upon millions of God-made lights shine 
so surely and so protectively you know 
this all could not have happened by 
chance.

State Fair Shouldn't Lose Money

Each year the California State Fair in 
Sacramento costs Californians half a 
million dollars, the operational deficit 
of the annual extravaganza. In addition, 
more than a quarter of a million dollars 
is spent each year in capital outlay to 
keep the 50-year-old 
fairgrounds in 
repair. 


All of this has been of major concern 
to tax-conscious officials and individu­ 
als. About 10 years ago they decided to 
do something about it. They had a study 
made. This showed that the cramped 
fairgrounds (still only as big as it was 
in 1906) limited attendance. Los Ange­

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—One 
of the duties of the State De­ 
partment of Finance, budgets 
division, is to estimate the ad­ 
ditional income or loss to 
state income occasioned by 
bills introduced in the Legis­ 
lature. 
Budgets has come up with 
an interesting d o c u m e n t , 
which has been distributed to 
the Revenue and Taxation 
( ommittees in both houses of 
the Legislature, but so far, 
has received little attention 
in the press. 


FOR INSTANCE, AB 3113, 
says 
the 
budgets 
division, 
would levy a four per cent 
sales tax in all counties of 
the state, and one quarter of 
this 
would 
be 
distributed 
among cities and counties. 
1 his 
is 
virtually the 
way 
sales tax collections work at 
the present time, but instead 
of being mandatory, it is op­ 
tional for cities and counties 
to adopt an extra cent sales 
tax. The state rate is three 
per cent. 
The point, however, is that 
this measure would result, ac­ 
cording to estimates in an ad­ 
ditional $211,800,000 annually 
being paid in sales taxes in 
California. 


ACCORDING TO budgets, 
not a single bill introduced 
concerning the state bank 
and corporation tax would re­ 
sult in an increase of revenue 
to the state.

THE PRESIDENT took a lot 
of kidding from the crew of 
the Canberra because of his 
Army background. At a “hap­ 
py hour’’ of amateur enter­ 
tainment aboard the Canber­ 
ra, the bulk of song parodies 
and jokes dealt with the mat­ 
ter of having a five-star gen­ 
eral on a naval ship. 


In one of the skits a sailor 
taking the part of a ship’s 
captain was instructing the 
crew on how to speak to a 
president, saying “When you 
see the president on deck 
speak in a happy smiling man­ 
ner and say to him, ‘Good 
morning, Mister President.’” 
A sailor was then asked to 
repeat his instructions. He 
said, “I would do it this way— 
’Good morning, Mister Presi­ 
dent, sir.’ ” 


This is Eisenhower’s sixth 
trip out of the country as 
president. Previously he has 
gone to Canada, Mexico, Ber­ 
muda, Geneva and Panama. 


This also is his longest ab­ 
sence from the country since 
entering the White Houst. 


so far is no indication they 
will be adopted, the state 
would lose about $95,670,000 
in revenue.

An in­ 
crease in exemption of mar­ 
ried persons to $4,000 would 
cost the general fund $10 mil­ 
lion, and an increase in credit 
for dependents would 
cut 
revenue by $11 million. 
AB 3551, which adopts the 
federal definition of gross in­ 
come, allowable deduction or 
standard deduction, and per­ 
sonal and dependents deduc­ 
tion, would result, says the 
Department of Finance, in a 
gain of $44 million in income* 
tax returns. 
Indicating how much mon­ 
ey the state receives on small 
income tax returns is the 
statement that adoption of a 
bill providing that no tax 
need be paid of a return 
filed when the tax is less than 
$10. the department of fi­ 
nance estimates that if this 
measure were adopted, the 
state would lose $3,400,000.

Why's Alto Strip 
Job So Slow?

As a daily commuter and 
taxpayer, I would like to ask 
what is causing the endless 
delay in completing the por­ 
tion of the U.S. 101 freeway 
from the Alto wye to Marin 
City? 
It is very discouraging to 
d r i v e to San Francisco day 
after day and see no progress 
or hope of near completion 
when a concerted effort could 
complete the job. 
No doubt if questioned the 
state engineers and the con­ 
tractors will come up with 
the 
usual “shopworn”

cuses for being behind sched­ 
ule, lack of work and slow 
progress. Having just passed 


through a mild winter, they 
can hardly plead weather de­ 
lays when such delays are 
compensated for in the work 
schedule.

this portion of the freeway. 
1. After the base layer of 
asphalt had been placed in 
the southbound lanes between 
the Richardson Bridge and 
the Marin City turnoff, re- 
striping the old roadway and 
utilizing the newly widened 
road would have eliminated 
the daily traffic jams caused 
by the merging Mill Valley 
traffic south of the bridge. 
Weeks passed until the final 
coat of asphalt was laid and 
the situation was relieved. 
2—Deliberate starting of 
paving before 7 a.m. on the 
southbound lanes in the vi­ 
cinity of Richardson Bridge 
jamming 
commuter 
traffic 
back past the Alto wye. The 
Independent-Journal n o t e d 
the traffic jam and the denial 
by the state engineers of any 
contribution to the situation. 
3. The belated and “snail 
pace” construction of the cen­ 
ter dividing strip between the 
north end of the bridge and 
Alto wye overpass and the 
resultant failure to complete­ 
ly pave six lanes at this late 
date. 
Our public officials respon­ 
sible for the freeway program 
might ask themselves if all 
that could be done to expedite

WASHINGTON—For going 
on four years now, Val Peter­ 
son, a genial Nebraska poli­ 
tician, has been peering in­ 
tently into hell. The results 
of his peering seem worth de­ 
scribing, if only as an anti­ 
dote to the queer mood of na­ 
tional complacency which has 
been described by “Time” 
magazine as “the new nor­ 
malcy.” 
Peterson, as chief of the 
Federal Civil Defense Agen­ 
cy, recently briefed the presi­ 
dent and the National Securi­ 
ty Council on the results of 
his peerings. He said, in ef- 
feet, that the government 
would have to spend about 
32 billion dollars if the coun­ 
try really wanted a serious 
civil defense program. It is 
interesting to trace the steps 
by which Peterson arrived at 
his huge price tag. 


BACK IN 1953, when Pet­ 
erson was appointed to his 
job, he took a good hard look 
at the real nature of the nu­ 
clear weapons—the first civil 
defense official to do so. He 
summed up his unhappy con­ 
clusion in four words — “The 
cities are finished.” 
The cities being finished, 
the problem remained of sav­ 
ing some, at least, of the peo­ 
ple in the cities. Peterson was 
assured by Air Force experts 
that a forward detection sys­ 
tem should make it possible 
to give the major cities a min­ 
imum of two hours warning 
time before an attack. Until 
early 1955, therefore, Peter­ 
son’s planning was based on 
pre-atfack evacuation of the 
cities. 


T H E N ATOMIC Energy 
Commission Chairman Lewis 
Strauss belatedly reported on 
the phenomenon of noxious, 
radioactive fall-out from a hy­ 
drogen bomb explosion, cov­ 
ering s o m e 7,000 
square 
miles. 
T h i s 
grim 
information, 
which Strauss had attempted 
to bottle up for almost a 
year, knocked all Peterson's 
evacuation plans into a cock­ 
ed hat. Obviously, it would 
do no good to evacuate the 
populations of the cities, only 
to have them killed in the 
countryside by noxious fall­ 
out. So Peterson started all 
over again. 
With the evacuation solu­ 
tion blocked, the only other 
conceivable answer was shel­ 
ters. 


AGAIN, ELABORATE stud­ 
ies went forward. A specific 
city, St. Louis, Mo., was cho­ 
sen as a guinea pig. Suppose 
all the people in St. Louis 
were in shelters capable of 
withstanding a pressure of 30 
pounds per square inch, how 
many might survive a hydro­ 
gen bomb attack? As many as 
six in ten, was the, answer 
given by Peterson’s experts. 
I Without shelters, virtually all 
would die.) 
Saving 60 per cent of the 
American urban population 
in case of nuclear war seemed 
a useful objective to Peterson 
and his staff.

THIS KIND OF elaborate 
sheltering, which would only 
assure that a portion of the 
urban population would sur­ 
vive in the midst of utter 
ruin, would cost over 30 bil­ 
lion dollars for the nation as 
a whole according to the esti­ 
mates of Peterson’s staff. You 
only have to look at the price 
tag to realize why the Nation­ 
al Security Council, with a 
collective shudder, has put 
the Peterson plan in the file- 
and-forget category. 
The decision to do so may 
be the correct decision. In Eu­ 
rope, only the Swedes and 
Swiss have serious shelter 
programs. There is no real 
shelter program in the Soviet 
Union.

For Rabies 


Under Study 


CHICAGO (IP) — A new ap­ 
proach to protecting persons 
who, because of their occupa­ 
tions, are exposed to the possi­ 
bility of bites from rabid ani­ 
mals is being developed. 
The new technique is pres­ 
ently being tried on volunteer 
veterinarians throughout the 
1 nited States, the American 
Veterinarian M e d ’i c a l Assn. 
said, and would replace the 
current and painful Pasteur 
treatment which involves a 14 
to 21 day series of shots after 
exposure. 
The method involves giving 
very small doses of rabies vac­ 
cine or a few doses of vaccine 
developed from nerve tissue, 
followed by a simple booster 
dose of vaccine given only af­ 
ter a bite from a suspected 
rabid animal. 
“In their practice, veterinar­ 
ians are often exposed to rabid 
animals and the new treatment 
if successful here will offer 
greater safety for all persons 
who may be frequently expos­ 
ed.” the AVMA said. 
Rabies is a disease which 
affects all warm-blooded ani­ 
mals and, according to veteri­ 
nary researchers, bats are the 
only animals believed to recov­ 
er from the disease. 
They added, however, that 
rabid bats are suspected of in­ 
fecting other species such as 
cattle, wolves, coyotes, dogs

Seeger continued, preventing 
it from going uncontrolled, and 
in providing a steady flow to 
stream s like Lagunitas and Pa- 
permill creeks. 
It has a fire control program 
and battles diseases in trees. 
Its lands are kept as a “haven” 
for M arin’s wild animals, and 
its lakes each year are stock­ 
ed with hundreds of thousands 
of fish. 
Seeger praised Jim Peters, 
the district’s first engineer and 
manager, who died last week. 
It was Peters’ plan which has 
been carried out, and “Jim liv­ 
ed to see most of it become a 
reality.” 


The district now has a stor­ 
age capacity of 10 billion gal­ 
lons in its five lakes, with the 
areas using about 5V2 billion 
gallons per year. There are 600 
miles of pipeline carrying wa­ 
ter from the district’s 87,000 
acre (137 square miles) of to­ 
tal area, reaching from Sausa- 
ito to Hamilton Field. 
The district does not and 
never has assessed a property 
tax to operate or construct its 
facilities, “and it never will,” 
the m anager insisted. He said 
it is one of the state’s few dis­ 
tricts which is completely sup­ 
ported from revenue. 
Value of the “w ater district 
plant” is now about 15 million 
dollars, with another 12 Vi mil­ 
lion dollars just approved in 
bond issue form for expansion 
of the system. Addition of the 
proposed Nicasio lake would 
add another 10 million gallon 
storage area and “give Marin 
enough w ater for the next 20 
years.” 
Mrs. Livermore, in her an­ 
nual report to the membership, 
reviewed accomplishments of 
the conservation league in its 
23 year history. She claimed 
credit for backing the county’s 
land use m aster plan, including 
its billboard ban; for aiding in 
establishm ent of the county’s 
five state parks, and for their 
continued development. 
She warned that th e ’job is 
not yet finished, that efforts 
should be made to include such 
areas as McNear’s, D rake’s Bay 
and additional Mt. Tamalpais 
larfd in the state system; aid 
in development of the civic cen­ 
ter into a year-round recrea­ 
tional area, and the saving of 
a large redwood stand adja­ 
cent to Taylor State Park.

support” of that body, and also 
urged “a much larger m em ber­ 
ship” for the league.

Egypt today was reported to 
have proposed a Suez Canal 
plan calling for a “ users’ as­ 
sociation” of private shipping 
and oil companies to help plan 
the development of the disput­ 
ed waterway. 


Informed sources in Cairo 
said the plan was being out­ 
lined by Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser to United 
Nations Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjöld in crucial ne­ 
gotiations today on a Nile River 
island. 


BIGGER SHIPS 
Disclosure of the plan came 
as the Egyptian Suez Canal au­ 
thority announced that ships as 
big as 2,500 tons could use the 
waterway as of tomorrow. The 
previous top limit was 2,000 
tons. 
The canal is scheduled 
to be cleared for all shipping in 
about three weeks. 


The proposal, as reported by 
the Cairo sources, appeared to 
fall far short of the interna­ 
tional guarantees demanded by 
the major Western canal users. 


DEVELOP CANAL 
Under the reported plan, 
Egypt would pledge in writing 
to set aside a certain percent­ 
age of shipping tolls to develop 
the canal. But the sources said 
Egypt would insist on full au- 
thonty over canal operations, 
and would not agree to share 
control of funds for canal de­ 
velopment. 


The reported plan ruled out 
any users’ association such as 
has been formed by 14 Western 
governments. 


ALTERNATIVE PLAN 
Instead, an association of in­ 
terested private parties whose 
firms use the canal could form 
a committee to consult with 
the Egyptian Suez Canal au­ 
thority on canal development 
plans, the sources said. 


In addition, Egypt would be 
willing to let any disputes on 
Suez development be submit­ 
ted to arbitration by “ experts” 
but not by governments or “ po­ 
litical bodies” like the U N.

Missiles Will 
Support Army 
More Closely 


WASHINGTON GR—The Air 
Force says missiles will take 
over more of the job of pro­ 
viding close air support for 
Army ground forces. 
In a report to the House 
Armed Service Committee yes­ 
terday, the Air Force added 
that this plan is opposed by 
some Army authorities who 
favor more “ lavish” use of air 
support such as that prescribed 
by the Marine Corps. 
It was understood at the Pen­ 
tagon that the Army was pre­ 
paring rebuttal. 
The Air Force said it retains 
responsibility for close air sup­ 
port to the Army, but that 
“Army surface to surface mis­ 
siles are directed to take over 
more of the close air support of 
the type and quantity that Ma­ 
rine air doctrine prescribes for 
Marine ground 
forces. This 
lavish use of close air support 
may be desirable in highly spe­ 
cialized operations such as am­ 
phibious landings, but not in 
large scale, extended-time 
ground operations.”

OAKLAND (If)— A noted po­ 
lice psychiatrist said last night 
a major reason for California's 
high incidence of teen-age law­ 
lessness is the state's “ under 
21” law. 
Dr. Douglas Kelley ©f the 
Berkeley 
police 
department 
said a violence-prone teen-ager 
takes advantage of the fact “he 
is considered a juvenile until 
he reaches 21.” 
Speaking before the windup 
neeting of the first annual 


Conference of Juveiile Officers, 
Kelley added that “childishness 
is one of the major causes of 
juvenile delinquency and adult 
crime. 


“The fantastic concept that 
a person is still a juvenile as 
long as he is in school could 
lead to a culture where one 
i could never become an adult,” 
he warned. 


Kelley, w ho works in - con­ 
junction with researchers at 


the 
University 
of 
Califor­ 
nia. blamed “ frustrated mamas 
and papas" for failing to begin 
at an early age teaching their 
children adult responsibilities. 


Such training should begin 
at least when the child is nine, 
he said, and backed up with 
“ mild punishment” if needed.

Flood Control 
British Economy 
Cooperation 
Bill Approved 
LONDON UB—A “ snowball” 
strike for higher wages by Brit­ 
ain’s industrial workers was 
under way today with one mil­ 
lion men under orders to lay 
down their tools on the first 
day of the walkout. 


Thousands of workers in key 
heavy industries jumped the 
gun on the strike deadline by 
failing to report for work last 
night. 


The walkout started only a 
fe\V hours after settlement of a 
menacing railroad labor dis­ 
pute and announcement that a 
strike 
by 
200,000 
shipyard 
workers may soon be ended. 


Unions representing the in­ 
dustrial workers plan a pro- 


gressive 
expansion 
of their 
walkout to close down 4,300 
plants employing three million 
men by April 6 unless there is 
an intervening settlement of 
demands for a 10 per cent pay 
boost. The industrial workers 
now get a $36.24 weekly aver­ 
age wage. 
The massive stoppage would 
halt 
aircraft, 
electrical 
and 
heavy engineering production, 
all vital to Britain’s export pro­ 
gram. 
The same group of unions 
represents the workers in the 
shipyards and in the industrial 
plants. The shipyard strike be­ 
gan one week ago and has re­ 
sulted in the closing of 70 
yards.

A Child Who Can't Walk 
Con Have Fun In A Pool

This month marks the 10th 
(and possibly) last) year of the 
Saturday swimming program 
for handicapped sponsored by 
the Marin Society for Crip­ 
pled 
Children 
and 
Adults, 
Inc., and supported by Easter 
Seal campaign funds. 
Approximately 50 children 
have learned to swim or func­ 
tion in the water—more free­ 
ly than they ever will be able 
to on land—since the program 
was 
inaugurated 
March 
5, 


1947, under noted swimming 
instructor Mrs. Beth Kauf- 
mann. 
The program may end, how­ 
ever, if the present Tamalpais 
Union High School pool is 
closed 
down, 
according to 
Mrs. 
Dare Morgan, 
society 
charter member. These chil­ 
dren, who chill so easily, re­ 
quire a safe, indoor pool. 
Each 
Saturday 
morning 
from 10 a.m. to noon during 
the school year, these handi­ 
capped youngsters take to the 


Tam pool under direction of 
three paid instructors, Sally 
Neal, College of Marin stu­ 
dent, John Pick of Kentfield, 
and Cliff Parlee, San Anselmo 
police offieer. 
Assisting them are seven 
volunteer teen agers with Red 
Cross life saving certificates 
—Brenda 
McManus, 
Linda 
and Kathie Randall, Lucy Rit­ 
ter, Marjorie Sward, Karen 
Kolgaard and Merl Schlum- 
berger. Mrs. J. E. Dodson of 
San Anselmo is in charge this 
year. 
This year, 21 are registered 
for swimming, although the 
num ber dwindles during the 
winter sniffle season. Adults 


may take part, although few 
do. 
Swimmers arrive via a Red 
Cross station wagon driven by 
volunteers, 
including 
mem­ 
bers of the society; mothers 
of swimmers or students from 
Dominican College.

Swimming is sometimes the 
only group activity for these 
children. They gain self-con­ 
fidence in the water and lose 
self-c o n s c i o u s n e s s 
with 
groups. 
Despite 
handicaps, 
most 
children are completely buoy­ 
ant in the water. 
The present Tam pool has 
been condemned. If another 
does not replace it, the pro­ 
gram will discontinue. Since 
1951 the society has been try­ 
ing to find an answer. 
All expenses are paid by 
the Crippled Children’s so­ 
ciety, which is seeking $15,- 
000 for its six-point program 
by a mail appeal made each 
year from March 15 to April

Mouring Dove Common 
Throughout Marin County 


The mourning dove is a common bird throughout most of 
the county and probably ranks right along with the robin and 
sparrow as a well known bird. Many people refer to the doves 
in Marin ( ounty as turtle doves rather than mourning doves 
and are surprised to find that there is really just one type of 
dove that rates both names. Mourning dove, however, seems to 
be the more accepted term for general usage. 
In appearance the mourning dove bears a rather close 
resemblance to the extinct passenger pigeon. In build the dove 
is much like the passenger pigeon on a smaller scale; doves 
average 11 inches in length while the pigeon was about 16 
inches long. The color of mourning doves is also similar al­ 
though more subdued than the pigeon. The breast of the dove 
is a soft pink with violet tinges while the head is a soft brown 
or fawn color that blends into an olive-brown back. 
The 
middle tail feathers are black and the outer ones are edged in 
white. The dove has a small black spot on the side of the head 
below the ear that was not found on the passenger pigeon. The 
passenger pigeon had a reddish breast and the head was 
touched with a bluish sheen. 
Mourning doves are rather solitary birds and are seldom 
seen in flocks of any size. They nest alone, not in colonies 
which may account for part of their success in surviving some 
of the factors that were responsible for the extinction of the 
passenger pigeon. Passenger pigeons congregated in tremen­ 
dous flocks and were open to the ravages of disease, natural 
disasters such as storms, and the onslaughts of man. 
Doves feed on grain, seeds and nuts. Because doves do not 
scratch for their food any seeds that are planted below the 
surface are safe from their attacks. The number of weed seeds 
in their diet is sufficient to make them a beneficial bird in 
controlling weed populations. 
I he name mourning dove probably comes from the soft 
cooing sound that is their common note. 
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“Music for Minors,” spon­ 
sored by the Marin Symphony 
Guild, will appear for the last 
time this season on the stage 
of San Rafael High School 
with another attractive pro- 
grame Saturday, March 30, at 
10 and 11 a.m., featuring folk 
song and folk dance. 
Rhythm and dance are as 
old as mankind. Very old are 
also the simple melodies and 
words that joined the rhythm 
at play time or at work. 
Dance, 
defined 
by famous 
dancer Katherine Dunham as 
“rhythmical motion” has per­ 
sisted from prehistory until 
now. Dance is a natural ele­ 
ment for human nature to ex­ 
press itself. We find it in all 
peoples throughout history. 
Psychology found out each 
child repeats in his develop­ 
ment the long way of man­ 
kind to our present state. 
That makes it quite under­ 
standable why folk dance (in­ 
cluding all kinds of simple 
rhythmical motion) and folk 
song appeal so very much to 
children. 
Small babies react already 
to the comforting and motions 
of a lullaby. As soon as they 
sit they enjoy riding on their 
moms’ knees to a little mel­ 
ody.11 Young 
mothers 
who 
know how to sing and dance 
simple games with their chil­ 
dren can give them a lot of 
fun and—occupation, too, ev­ 
en before kindergarten. 
Soon the child will start to 
repeat the tune and the steps 
all by himself, maybe with 
another child or even a doll. 
The child, of course, without 
realizing it, feels creative—a 
satisfaction nothing else can 
give. Such a child will hardy 
cvu; be bored with himself. 


he will become creative alsc 
in other games and activities 
When “Music for Minors” 
this time offers a folk song 
and dance the program will 
appeal to a fundamental need 
in each child. 
Arthur Eisler will again 
coordinate the presentation. 
Rolf Kahn w ho became within 
one year a well known singer 
and guitarist for folk songs 
throughout the Bay Area, will 
arrange most of his singing 
in a way that the children can 
act to it. But as it is impossi­ 
ble that some 100 children in 
the audience dance to the 
folk songs the dancing will be 
done by a group of about 50 
children from Ann Halprin’s 
dancing classes.

Some dances will be based 
on playground rhymes, others 
will grow from folk dances 
like the Virginia Reel of olden 
days contrasted with a teen­ 
age dance of present times. 
One group will dance to a 
work song, another will play 
and sing a story about a train 
and one group wdll be on hand 
to add rhythmic accent to 
Rolf Kahn’s singing. 
As Kahn is an expert in 
folksongs from all over the 
world he will also sing some 
Caribbean, Israelite and Span­ 
ish songs, illustrated by the 
dance group. 
Though this is a children’s 
program it will be attractive 
also to adults. For young par­ 
ents it is most interesting to 
see how children enjoy this 
playful music. It surely would 
be a great experience for 
them to try some of it with 
their children at home.

Jim Moore Saga-20 Years 
In The Broadcasting Business 


From a part-time sound ef­ 
fects man who twisted a cork 
in a bottle to simulate jungle 
birds, to one of the Bay Area’s 
top radio music personalities 
is, in capsule, the story of Jim 
Moore of Sleepy Hollow, He 
is heard nightly from 10:15 
p.m. to midnight on the “Gate­ 
way To Music” program on 
KGO. 


The sound effects job dates 
back to Jim ’s high school days 
in Detroit, when he was a 
young hopeful whose ambi­ 
tion was to one day play the 
role of the Lone Ranger. 
At 
the time, Jim ’s high school 
dramatics teacher was Axel 
Gruenberg, who helped him 
get the Detroit radio job, and 
then himself went to greater 
things, at the present time be­ 
ing producer 
of 
Ralph Ed­ 
wards’ “This is Your Life.” 


After a few programs of 
“cork twisting,” Jim got his 
first break when he did the 
speaking parts for a tenor, 
who had a fine singing voice, 
but couldn’t read a dramatic 
line. But the career was cut 
short 
when 
Jim ’s 
parents 
moved to California, and he 
entered the University of Cal­ 
ifornia in 1937. 


Even in college, he was in­ 
terested in broadcasting, but 
it was a hiking accident which 
really set his course. One day, 
while hiking on Mount Diablo, 
he slipped and broke his leg. 
While recuperating, he decid­ 
ed to become a professional 
announcer, and when released 
from the hospital, applied for 
a job at KRE. 


“Actually,” says Jim, “two 
of us had the job. We split it 
between us. The boss didn’t 
care which of us showed up 
for work, so we’d work that 
out between ourselves. It was 
kind of confusing, too, for the 
other employes, since the oth­ 
er fellow’s name also was Jim, 
and we sounded 
alike, and 
looked somewhat alike.” 
Jim worked throughout his 
college days at KRE, and it 
was indirectly as a result of 
his air work that he met his 
wife Juanita. Jim was running 
a request program, and Juan­ 
ita, a San Francisco resident, 
wrote in asking for numbers 
to be played. 


This over the years led to 
regular correspondence, but 
they didn’t meet until after 
Jim entered the service in 
1941. Once, while home on 
leave, a mutual friend intro­ 
duced them for the first time, 
and when Jim went overseas 
they maintained a steady cor­ 
respondence. It was only nat­ 
ural that they should marry 
after the war. 


Now, the Moores are a fam­ 
ily of five, Jim and Juanita, 
and daughters Marjorie, 9, 
and Janet, three, and son 
Jamie, age 6. 


The M o o r e s m o v e d to 
Sleepy Hollow in 1948, prin­ 
cipally because Jim wanted to 
be near the Marin hills. For 
then, as it is today, his favor­ 
ite 
recreation 
was 
hiking. 
Only now, when the family 
goes for a hike, Jim carries a 
pack rack with little Janet 
snugly strapped in. This has 
the virtue, says Jim, of keep­ 
ing the entire family together, 
and also saves on baby sitter 
fees.

way to Music,” Jim has this to 
say: 
“It’s the most challenging 
thing I’ve done in a long time, 
playing the top tunes of the 
day, but doing it without a lot 
of unnecessary chatter. 
Our 
format calls for two tunes at a 
time, with only the 
barest, 
most essential comments be­ 
tween records. 
“Most record men have a 
tendency to over-talk. We try 
to give the audience what it 
wants—music, and lots of it.” 
Despite nearly 20 years of 
broadcasting, Jim still gets 
stage fright when he talks to 
a group. So, to overcome this, 
he just imagines he’s talking 
to one person when he speaks 
into the microphone. 
And 
since she’s not only his num-

goodness flower garden. Last 
week we discussed what to do 
during the first two weeks. 
The first hour is devoted to 
planning — strictly an arm 
chair assignment. The hour 
of the second week is spent in 
choosing varieties from one of 
the flower seed displays in 
your local stores, a most in­ 
teresting, if not downright ex­ 
citing assignment. 
Now we 
come to the business of mak­ 
ing a garden. 


THIRD 
WEEK: 
PREPAR 
ING YOUR SOIL. 
Now you 
can really get started on the 
garden itself. It’s best to be­ 
gin by raking off the surface 
to free it from any vegetation 
that cannot easily be spaded 
under. If your soil is not rich, 
throw on a light coating of 
any well-balanced fertilizer. 
Then, for the remainder of 
your third hour, spade the 
earth to the depth of the 
spade, turning the earth full 
over in the same spot where 
you dug the soil. 


FOURTH W EEK: KEEP ON 
SPADING. It’s not only nec­ 
essary, but it’s healthful exer­ 
cise as well—and it’s a good 
way to reduce your waistline. 
Then rake the garden thor­ 
oughly to break up any re­ 
maining lumps and level it 
off. 
All that remains is to fill in 
any hollow spots that may 
have developed, and you’re 
ready to plant! 
FIFTH WEEK: PLANTING. 
This, to me, is one of the most 
satisfying 
and 
rewarding 
parts of flower gardening. 
I 
seem to enjoy sowing a nice 
straight row in a carefully 
prepared plot almost as much 
as seeing the first tiny shoots 
appear, or even picking the 
first blossoms. 
The seed companies are 
very careful in their instruc­ 
tions on the back of the pack­ 
ets, and you can follow them 
for most of the directions 
you’ll need. There may even 
be a map on the back telling 
you when to plant the particu­ 
lar variety in your locality. 
Do not plant earlier than it 
suggests, as a too early plant­ 
ing could end in disaster. 
Very small seeds will not ger­ 
minate if planted too deeply, 
so follow the packet instruc­ 
tions as to depth of planting, 
too. 
For a beginner, it is prob­ 
ably best to sow the seeds in 
straight rows, using a string 
tied from stake to stake. You 
can also use a stake or rake 
handle to mark off trenches 
of the 
r e q u i r e d 
depth. 
Straight line planting is not 
always the best for design and 
color schemes, but it does re­ 
quire the last time. 
SIXTH 
WEEK: 
SPRINK­ 
LING THE GROUND. 
If it 
hasn't rained during the week 
the ground should be moist-

ened. Soak it thoroughly, but 
be careful not to wash away 
any of the seeds. A very light 
soaking does little good, so 
take your time with it. Few 
seedlings will have appeared 
as yet, and even the weeds 
will hardly be large enough to 
bother about. 
If there’s been a heavy rain 
during the week you can sit 
back and take it easy. 
SEVENTH WEKK: CULTI 
VATING. Now is the time to 
hoe out the weeds between 
the rows. Many seedlings will 
have appeared, unless the 
weather has been unusually 
cold, and do not trust your 
hoe to close to them. It’s best 
to kneel right down and pull 
those weeds by hand! 
There should be a picture 
on the back of the seed packet 
to help you tell the seedlings 
from the weeds. Even after 
so many years I still find 
these pictures most helpful. 
E I G H T H W E E K : THIN­ 
NING OUT. 
Varieties that 
have now grown over an inch 
high should be thinned. The 
packet will tell you how much 
space to allow between plants. 
Even if the space seems too 
great, it’s important to follow 
these instructions. 
A crowded plant means an 
inferior one, regardless of the 
seed quality. Flowers do not 
like crowded living any more 
than you would. I certainly 
know that it takes real disci­ 
pline to pull out healthy seed­ 
lings and just throw them 
away, but adequate thinning 
is a garden “must.” 
Actually, you needn’t throw 
away all your seedlings. Un­ 
less the packet says “not 
transplantable” the surplus 
seedlings may be planted else­ 
where. 
NINTH 
WEEK: 
KILLING 
THE WEEDS. From now until 
late Fall, your only duty will 
be to keep the garden weed- 
free by hoeing and pulling. If 
this is done regularly, only a 
few minutes a week will be 
required. You’ll find that the 
first flowers are usually the 
poorest, and if you wish you 
can pinch off the first buds. 
This will give the plant 
more strength and room for 
more flowers. 
A flower garden is one 
place where you can “have 
your cake and eat it too.” Be­ 
lieve it or not, the more flow­ 
ers you pick, the more there’ll 
be! 
In fact, if the flowers 
aren't .picked 
blooming 
is 
likely to stop. 
When your own vases and 
bowls are full, remember your 
friends and neighbors. You’ll 
find, just as I did years ago, 
that the happiness derived 
from your garden will well re­ 
pay your lime and labors.

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Growing A Gourmet's Harvest 
Is Fun—But No Money Saver

CHAPPAQUA, N. Y.—Not 
all the joy of gardening comes 
from raising flowers, even 
prize blooms. There is a deep 
satisfaction in a dish of home­ 
grown peas, perhaps flavored 
by a sprig of mint from the 
kitchen herb garden, or a few 
tiny onions pulled on order 
from the cook. And what 
could possibly be as delightful 
as a young carrot, fresh from 
the ground, washed by the 
garden hose and eaten on the 
spot? 
The cold, financial facts of 
vegetable - growing 
in 
the 
home garden add up, as far as 
I am concerned, in blazing red 
ink, but few of us are garden­ 
ing to save money. 
When our crops mature, the 
commercial harvests are com­ 
ing in, too, and whatever we 
are growing on our own back­ 
yard footage is invariably in 
plentiful supply and therefore 
inexpensive at 
the 
market. 
And, incidentally, 
did you 
ever try to give away an over­ 
supply of tomatoes in season? 


IF, HOWEVER, you decide 


it would be fun to grow vege­ 
tables for your own table, for 
goodness sake don’t dig up 
more of a plot than you have 
time or inclination to tend. 
The experts advise that you 
could by shrewd cultivation 
practice, grow vegetables for 
use fresh, for canning and for 
storage, enough to feed four 
or five on a plot 75 by 100 
feet. 
That is a lot of garden. 
It’s more than that, how­ 
ever, because if you do put all 
that space to vegetables, you 
also will need fancy cellar 
space in which to store the 
preserved food, and you’ll 
probably have to dig yourself 
a root 
cellar to handle 
the 
stored harvest—potatoes and 
other such crops. 
One can feed a family of 
four or five during the grow­ 
ing season, however, from a 
vegetable garden measuring 
ing 25 by 50 feet, which still 
represents a powerful amount 
of spading, hoeing and seed­ 
ing. 


MOST 
OF 
US who have 
been gardening as a hobby 
over the years have arrived at 


a vegetable garden size agree­ 
able to us. My own, for in­ 
stance, 
consists of a fairly 
small area in which I grow 
lettuce, radishes, bush beans, 
carrots, 
cucumbers, peppers 
and spinach. 


There’s the rhubarb for 
pies; mint, dill and thyme for 
us; cat nip for the owner of 
the establishment. 
I usually plant my tomato 
vines in my perennial bor­ 
ders, and enjoy them there, 
but this is, I believe, a per­ 
sonal idiosyncrasy. 
Vegetables enjoy just about 
the same growing conditions 
under which flowers flourish: 
rich loam, well drained but 
capable of holding moisture. 


SUNSHINE, however, is es­ 
sential: there are no candy­ 
tufts and bleeding hearts in 
the vegetable world. At least 
six hours of sunshine daily is 
a minimum requirement. And 
a good harvest requires a po­ 
sition 
where 
there are no 
trees or shrubs to compete for 
the nutriment in the soil. 
For first year vegetable gar­ 
deners, determined to do the

whole bit from corn to chives, 
a good book is essential. I rec­ 
ommend “Burrage on Vege­ 
t a b l e s , ” authoritative and 
good for those who are going 
into a major production. 
Information in any good 
general 
garden 
book 
does 
very well for the average 
small-garden plot. 
Naturally, of course, you 
should have thought 
about 
vegetables last fall — there’s 
nothing like a winter of freez­ 
ing and thawing spaded-over 
soil to condition it for a fine 
bumper crop come late sum­ 
mer.

Renting A Floor Sander? 


Here's A Bagful Of Tricks 
2> o-3.yo„rJl 


DO . . . rent a sander and 
edger for refinishing a floor 
. - . 
but be sure loose nails 
have been removed and all 
equipment is on hand ahead 
of time, so you won’t be pay­ 
ing for idle machines. 


DO . . . use coarse sand­ 
paper for removing an old 
finish, followed with medium 
and then fine sandpaper to 
prepare the floor for the new 
finish. 


DO ... sand with the grain, 
leaving diagonal sanding for 
the professional, since it in­ 
volves a different techniqiy?. 
DO . . . always keep the 
sanding machine in motion 
when the drum is in contact 
with the floor, since halting 
it in one spot may take off

DON’T ... use coarse sand­ 
paper on new wood; start with 
medium paper and finish with 
fine. 


DON’T . . . start the motor 
while the drum sander is flat 
on the floor, as this will blow 
a fust under low voltage con­ 
ditions; tilt the drum off the 
floor until the motor has start­ 
ed. 


. DON’T ... make all the cuts 
with the large machine and 
then all the cuts with the 
edger around the baseboards, 
etc. The proper way is to do 
the first sanding, then use the 
edger; do the second sanding, 
then the edger; and so on. 


DON’T . . . allow the dust 
to remain in the bag over­ 
night and don’t burn the dust 
in a furnace or incinerator; 
keep it in a metal container 
until it is thrown away.

The sides are made of 1 by 
8-inch lumber dowel-jointed 
together at three places; one 
in the center, and one 2 
inches from each end. Hand 
hloes may be made if desired. 
THE NARROW SIDE board 
is made of 1 by 4-inch lumber. 
The car bed is assembled 
with 3-inch butt hinges. All 
hinges are recessed. 
Round all sharp edges and 
sand smooth; paint or stain 
and varnish. A pad or mat­ 
tress completes the project.

The r e c e n t l y perfected 
technique eliminates the need 
for wood subflooring, t h u s 
effecting substantial savings 
in time, labor and material. 
Until the method was intro­ 
duced, subflooring customari­ 


ly was installed over concrete 
as a base for the finish floors. 
In the new method relative­ 
ly short lengths of lumbei 
called screeds are laid in mas­ 
tic on the slab and the strip 
oak flooring is nailed direct­ 
ly to them. 


THE SCREEDS, preferably 
2x4s, are arranged in a spe­ 
cially devised staggered pat­ 
tern which provides plenty of 
support and ample nailing 
surface for the oak.
